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SECTION 6874, REVISED STATUTES 1879. 

The Board shall cause to be kept a fair and full record of all its proceedingft 
and decisions, and shall cause the same to be signed officially by the President and 
the Secretary, and file said record in the ofilce of the State Auditor on its adjourn- 
ment. As soon as said record is filed with the State Auditor, he shall furnish a 
copy of the same, duly certified, under seal of his otflce, to the State Printer for 
publication; and said printer shall publish five hundred copies of the same, in the 
usual style and at the same rates now provided by law for the publication of the 
journals of the General Assembly ; and said published copy of the record of the 
proceedings and decisions of said Board shall be received in all courts of this State 
as evidence of the action of said Board. Said printed copies shall be disposed of as 
follows : Two hundred copies shall be delivered to the Secretary of State for the 
use of the membe.-s and ofilcers of said Board, and the remaining three hundred 
copies shall be for general distribution, in the same manner as is now or may here- 
after be provided by law for the distribution of the laws and journals of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The cost of printing and distributing the same shall be paid for 
out of the appropriation for the contingent expenses of said Board.

Section 6S66. On or before the first day of January, in each and every year, 
the president or other chief officer of every railroad company whose road is now 
or which shall hereafter become so far completed and in operation as to run loco- 
motive engines, with freight or passenger cars thereon, shall furnish to the State 
Auditor a statement, duly subscribed and sworn to by said president or other 
chief officer before some officer authorized to administer oaths, setting out in de- 
tail the total length or their road as far as completed , including branch or leased 
roads, the entire length in this state, and the length of double or side tracks, with 
depots, water-tanks and turn-tables, the length of such road, double or side-tracks 
in each county, 'municipal township, incorporated city, town or village through or 
in which it is located in this state; the total number of engines and cars of every 
kind and description, including all palace or sleeping cars, passenger and freight 
cars, and all other movable property owned, used or leased by them on the first 
day of June in each year, and the actual cash value^thereof. (Laws of 1883, p. 153.) 

SsG. 6876. All property, real, personal and mixed, Including lands, machine 
and work-shops, round-houses, warehouses and other buildings, goods, chattels 
and office furniture of whatever kind, owned or controlled by any railroad company 
or corporation in this state, not hereinbefore specified, shall be assessed by the 
proper assessors in the several counties, cities, incorporated towns and villages 
wherein such property is located, under the general revenue laws of the state and 
the municipal laws regulating the assessment of other local property in such coun- 
ties, cities, incorporated towns and villages, respectively ; but the taxes on the 
property so assessed shall be levied and collected according to the provisions of 
this article. (R. S. 1879, p. 1353.) 

Sec. 6877. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the next pre- 
ceding section, the president or other chief officer of every such railroad company 
shall, in addition to the statement required to be furnished to the county cleik, as 
prescribed in section 6867, and at the same time, furnish to each county clerk in this 
state, wherever any lands or other property belonging to or controlled by such 
company may be located, a separate statement, under oath, for the benefit of 
county and other local assessors, specifically describing all lands by sections, lots 
or subdivisions thereof, with township and range or the number of the entry, loca- 
tion or survey, or as the nature of the case may require, includiijg>machii^and 
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work-shops, round-houses and other buildings, goods, chattels and office furniture 
of whatever kind, situated in such county and not included in their returns to the 
State Auditor and county clerks under sections 6866 and 6867. owned or controlled 
by said company on the first day of Jane in each year, and the cash value thereof. 
(Laws 1883, p 153.) 

Sec. 6901. All bridges over streams in this state, or over streams dividing this 
state from other states, owned by joint stock companies, and all such bridges where 
a toll is charged for crossing the same, which are now constructed, which are in the 
course of construction or which shall hereafter be constructed, and all property, real 
and personal, including the franchises owned by telegraph and express companies, 
shall be subject to taxation for state, county, municipal and other local purposes, to 
the same extent as the property of private persons, and taxes levied thereon shall 
be levied and collected in the manner as is now or may hereafter be provided by law 
for the taxation of railroad property in this state ; and county courts, and the county 
and State Boards of Equalization, are hereby required to perform the same duties, 
and are given the same powers in the assessing, equalizing and adjusting the taxes 
on the property set forth in tnis section as the said courts and boards of equalization 
have or may hereafter be empowered with in the assessing, equalizing and adjusting 
the taxes on railroad property ; and the president or chief officer of any such bridge, 
telegraph or express copipany, or the owner of any such toll bridge, are hereby re- 
quired to render statements of the property of such bridge, telegraph or express 
company, in like manner as the prsident or other chief officer of railroad companies 
are now or may hereafter be required to render for the taxation of railroad property. 
(R.S. 1879, p. 1359.) 

Sec. 6904a. If the president or other chief officer of any bridge, telegraph or 
express company, or the owner of any toll bridge, within the intent and meaning of 
section 6901 of the Revised titatutes of Missouri of the year 1879, the same being the 
first section of article 9 of chapter 145 of said Revised Statutes, shall fail to render 
to the State Auditor, on or before the first day of January in any year, a statement 
of the property of such bridge, telegraph or express company, as the case may be, as 
required by said section 6901, then such express company or telegraph company, or 
the owner of such toll bridge so failing, for each and every day of failure to render 
such statement, after such first day of January, shall forfeit and pay to the state of 
Missouri the sum of one hundred dollars for the county public school fund, in each 
and every county in which such bridge, express or telegraph company shall have 
used its franchises at any time within one year prior to such first day of January, 
or in which such toll bridge, or any portion thereof, was situate on such first day of 
January ; which penalties shall be sued for by the prosecuting attorneys of the pro- 
per counties, in the name of the state of Missouri, at the relation of such prosecuting 
attorneys, te the use of the proper county public school funds, in any court having 
jurisdiction. (Laws 1887, p. 239.) 
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
